ee VERY thing thus going on to my fatisfaftion, and 
confidering my prefence on the {pot as unneceflary, I 
left the command to Mr, Williamfon, and made an excurfion 
into the country, up the valley, accompanied by Mr. Anderfon 
and Mr. Webber. <A numerous train of natives followed us ; 
and one of them, whom I had diftinguifhed for his activity in 
keeping the reft in order, I made choice of asour guide. This 
man, from time to time, proclaimed our approach ; and every 
one whom we met, fell proftrate upon the ground, and remained 
in that pofition till we had pafied. ‘This, as I afterwards un- 
derftood, is the mode of paying their refpeét totheir own great 
chiefs 
** As we ranged down the coaft from the eaft, in the fhips, 
we had obferved at every village one or more elevated white ob- 
jects, like pyramids, or rather obelifks ; and one of thefe, which 
I gueffed to be at leaft fifty feet high, was very confpicuous 
from the ‘fhip’s anchoring ftation, and feemed to be at no great 
diftance up this valley. ‘Tohave a nearer infpection of it, was 
the principal object of my walk. Our guide perfectly under- 
ftood that we wifhed to be conduéted to it: but it happened to 
be fo placed, that we could not get at it, being feparated from 
us by the poo! of water. However, there being another of the 
Jame kind within our reach, about half a mile off, upon our 
fide of the valley, we fet out to vifir that. ‘The moment we got 
to it, we faw that it flood in a burying-ground, or morat; the 
refemblance of which, in many refpects, thofe we were fo well 
acquainted with at other iflands in this ocean, and particularly 
at Otaheite, could not but ftrike us ; and we alfo foon found that 
the feveral that compofe it, were called by the fame names. It 
was an oblong fpace, of confiderable extent, furrounded bya 
wal] of fone, about four feet high. The fpace encloied was 
loofely paved with fmaller ftones; and at one end of it flood 
what {callthe pyramid, but, in the language of the illand, is 
named 
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named /exananoo ; which appeared evidently to be an exact mo- 
del of the larger one, obferved by us from the fhips. It was 
about four Po fquare at the bafe, and about twenty feet high. 
The four fides were compofed of {mall poles, interwoven with 
twigs and branches, thus forming an indifferent wicker work, 
hollow or open within, from bottom totop. It feemed to be rae 
ther in a ruinous ftate ; but there were fuflicient remaining 
marks, to fhew that it had originally been covered with a thin, 
light, grey cloth ; which thefe peo] ole, it fhould feem, confecrate 
to 6 religious purpofes, as we could fee a good deal of it hanging 
in different parts of the sorai ; a fome of it had been forced 
upon me when I firft landed. Oneach fide of the pyramid were 
long pieces of wicker-work, called sereanee, in the fame ruin- 
ous condition ; with two fle: ider poles, inclining to each other at 
one corner, where fome plantains were Jaid upon a board, fixed 
at the height of five or fix feet. This they called herainemy, 
and informed us that the fruit was an offering to their God, 
which makes it agree exactly with the whatta of Otaheite. Be- 
fore the Lenananoo were a few pieces of wood, carved into fome- 
thing like human figures ; which, with a ftone near two fee 
high, covered with pieces of cloth, called bobo, and confecrated 
to Zongarcoa, who is the god of thele people, fill more and 
more reminded us of what we ufed to meet with in the morais 
of the iflands we had lately left. Adjoining to thefe, on the 
outfide of the morai, was a {mall thed, no bigg er than a dog- 
kenoel, which they called Aareepadoo; and belore it wasa grave, 
where, as we were told, the remains of a woman Jay 

** On the farther fide of the area of the morai, ftood a houfe 
or fhed, about forty feet long, ten broad in the middle, each end 
being narrower, and about ten feet high. This, which, though 
much longer, was lower than their common dwelling-places, we 
were informed was called ema naa.

her fide of this houfe, oppofite the entrance, ftood two wooden 
ar cut out of one picce, with pede.tals, in all about three 
high, ocither very indifferently defigned nor execated. ‘Thefe 
were faid to be Latooa no Vebeina, or reprefentations of god- 
deffes. Oa the head of one of them was a carved helmet, not 
unlike thofe worn by the ancient warriors ; and on that of the 
other, a cylindrical cap, refembiing the head drefs at Oral iite, 
called tomou ; and both of them had pieces of cloth tied about 
the loins, and h anging a coni fiderable way down. At the fide 
of each was alfo a plece of carved wood, with bits of the cloth 
hung on them, in the fame manner ; and betweea, or before 
the pedeftals, Jay a quantity of fern, ina heap, It was obvious

‘Thefe, we were told, were the graves of three chiefs ; and 
before them was an oblong, enclofed fpace, to which our con- 
ductor alfo gave the name of Tangata-tahoo ; telling us, fo ex- 
plicitiy, that we could not mi iftake his meaning, that three hu- 
man facrifices had been buried thére; that is, one at the fune- 
ral of each chief.

Some Account of the Sufferings of General Matthews, and the 
Englifh Forces under bis Command, while they were Prifoners to 
Tippoo Saib. 

[From a letter wrirten by John Hubbard, Lieutenant of the roth Batta. 


lion of Seapoys, late Secretary to General Matthews, and @haplain 
tothe Army, to Mr. Shirley Woolmer, of Exeter, Bookfeller, dated 


Madrafs, May 31, 1784.] 


Cannot fufficiently exprefs the extreme joy and fatisfaction [ 

feel, in having it in my power to addrefs a letter to you once 
more, to fend you the agreeable tidings that I am fafe out of the 
enemy’s hands, and am enjoying my long loft liberty again. 
Not many days before the nabob Tippoo Sultan made his aps 
pearance with his grand army, I had written you a very copious 
epiftle, containing a full hiftory of our then profperous came 
paign ; which letter [ deftroyed in the face of the enemy. But 
foon the fcene was changed, and inftead of enjoying the fruits of 
our campaign, we unfortunately loft the day, and all that efcaped 
falling in action were taken prifoners, and were hurried a march 
inland of 200 miles, where we had all the horrors of a dungeon 
to encounter with. I fhould have mentioned that the general, 
after ftanding near a month’s fiege, finding all his ammunition 
and provifion expended, and confidering the number of killed 
and wounded we had, the vaft force of the enemy, (being one 
hundred thoufand horfe and foot), the number of their batte- 
ries, which entirely furrounded us, no poffibility of a retreat, 
and norelief whatever to be expetted from any friendly quarter, 
was obliged to fend out a truce, and propofe terms of capitula- 
tion ; when, after four days ceffation of arms, the nabob agreed 
with our ambaffadors to accede to our own terms ; but he found 
a pretence to violate his treaty: he fuffered us to march out of 
the fort with drums beating and colours flying, in front of which 
we were to lay down ovr arms, and halta {mall diftance from it, 
till the general pleated to return to our own fettlement. We 
had not arrived at our ground an hour, before we perceived three 
or four battalions of feapoys moving towards us, who foon drew 
up with fixed bayonets, and completely hemmed us in. The 
general {who had his fears before) and the army now faw thro’ 
Tippoo’s treachery, and that our profpect of going to Bombay 
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was fruftrated. The sext morning the general was fent for to 
the nabob, with the officers engaged in making the treaty ; 
when, after a conference, they were (inftead of returning to us) 
confined in feparate apartments, and their papers, money, &c. 
taken from them. Soon after, an order came for the town mae 
jor, our paymatter, and two commifiaries, who were likewife de- 
tained : it was expected the fecretary would be the next ; but 
whether it was over-looked in the hurry, or whether my good 
fortune in efcaping may be imputed to the ignorance of the im- 
portance of fo oftenfible a poft, I will not pretend to fay. 

The day following we were all taken before fome of the head 
bramins, and ftripped of all our money, apparel, baggage, &c. 
My own lofs was very heavy, being above 1 a00 pagodas, (or 500. 
fterling), befides two fine horfes, &c. After they had plundered 
us of every thing but a flender covering, we were conducted un- 
der a ftrong guard to fome old barracks, where they kept us a 
day without victuals: at laft the nabob ordered us a feer of rice 
a man, and two pice, about 1d. fterling : this was our daily al- 
lowance. The fudden change of diet, quitting the profufion of 
the general's table, to defcend to rice and water, had a fenfible 
effect on me ; for in a day or two I hada violent flux come 0», 
attended with a fever; in which weak ftate I was obliged to 
march with the reft, an order having come for us to be in readi- 
nefs. Before we fet out, they fent for all the captains away, as 
we thought, to have better treatment, amongft whom a few fu- 
balterns {queezed themfelves, in hopes of being better off. 

We were taken prifoners the 1{t ¢f May, 1783, and marched 
off from Nagur, or Biddanore, the gth, with our bundles on our 
backs. The villains hurried us on in the heat of the fun, at the 
rate of 20 or 25 miles a day; and thole that fell fick on the 
road, and were not able co keep up, were beat about, and 
dragged by the hair by the favage feapoys, ’till they got them 
on, dead or alive, it was all the fame tothem. We loft three 
of our officers, who actually dropped down dead on the road, 
through over fatigue, with their burdens on their backs. The 
brutes would hardly let us ftop for a drink of water, w hen ale 
mot famithed, without a ftroke on the back to make hafte. When 
we halted to eat, it was without fhade in the day, and flept on 
the cold ground, expofed to the open air, without any cover. 
One night a terrible ftorm came on of thunder, lightning, hail, 
and rain, jult as we were in our firit fleep; it continued with 
great violence for fome hours, fo that we were foon up to our 
knees in water. ‘The next morning they forced us to march to 
Chittledroog : we arrived there the 21‘t of May, after eleven 
days hard march. When we came to prifon, we were put in fe 
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parate apartments near each other, but tot:lly unconneéted: our 
number was about feventy officers, fo they fixed us by halves in 
two houfes. Only conceive to yourfelves what muft have been 
my feelings on entering this dreary cell, and beholding the prof- 
pect I had before me, of dragging on a miferable exiftence, and 
pining away in wretchednefs what fhort period I thought I could 
breathe out. On our leaving Nagar, we were immediately hand. 
cutied with heavy ruity irons, two aad two ; and in that mott 
painful, difagreeable manner, were marched all the way to pri- 
fon, like felons going to the gallows, a fleeping linked to ano- 
ther man, and being obliged to rerform all offices together. We 
were taken into prijon on the evening of the eat, and one by 
one had our irons knocked off our hands, and others, ten times 
as heavy, pet oa our legs: mine indeed weighed me down fo 
much, that | was obliged to lie on my back almoft all the day ; 
as to bed, we had none, Only piiure to yourfelf, one moment, 
the truly deplorable aad unpitied fituation we were in, bearing 
the opprefive weight of rude heavy irons, with all the horrors of 
a dungeon todread: noreliet, if attacked by ficknefs ; our bed 
the cold ground, with rats and other vermin in abundance ; 
our fare coarfe rice and water, and fubject to the infults of black 
rafcally feapoys, who were always tantalizing us with falfe re. 
ports, and were adding to our diltrefles by ii) ufage all the time. 

On the 6thof Augu we were paid a vifit by fome of Tip- 
poo’s head people, when they invited us to go into the nabob’s 
fervice, and promifed us very ‘handlome wages. We did not 
efitate a moment te treat their offer with fcorn. We were of- 
ered fervice again, and were threatened, on refufal, to be put to 
death : fome of our officers were taken out three times, and 


were mounted on a gallows, with the ropes about their necks ;

of defpair : we were fearful it was only a blind ta move us

murdered oilers, wham he reports to be dead in the lift. 
Amoncett the number, my eood friend and | pats ron the gencral 
Was, WOO was Conlincu at Scringapatam, i yder’s capital ; 
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was fecretly poifoned, and fo were all thofe captain?, town-ma- 
jor, twocommiffaries, and all that went fram us, to have (as was 
fuppofed) better treatment: the paymafter likewifé fhared the 
fame fate. The general’s brother alfo, and a brave lieutenant 
with him, were taken out of their beds, carried to the woods, 
and there had their thfoats cut.—Stch is the cruelty and arbi- 
traty proceedings of a defpotic prince. 

When the people came to admidiffer the poifon to the officers, 
(which was compofed of thé milk of cocoa-nut bufh), they pe+ 
rémptorily refufed taking it, when the ruffians held their hands 
and fhouldérs, and forced it down : it is moft inveterate poifon. 
When they had all drank the fatal draught but three, one of 
them, captain Richardfon, begged on his knees they would 
wait, and {end to the nabob for a confirmation of the order, ora 
pirddn ; but they faid it was pulitive, and mult be put in exe- 
cution: fo they were compelled to follow the reft, and all ex. 
pired in the gréateit agonits. Pour Mrs. Mathews is infane for 
the lofs of her hufbard. Had not thé peace beén conclued at 
the fime it was, we thould have all been pat to death: the or- 
der was iffved for that purpofe, but wag recalled. I was ex- 
tremely ill all the march from ‘fippoo’s country to our own, 
with a@ flux and fever ; and liad 1 not had intéreft enough to 
procure a conveyanet,’ f certainly mull havé dropped, and died 
on the road. You may imagine how rejoitéd we were in join- 
ing our Own officers, and finding ourfélves fafe dat of the éneiiy’s 
country. Finding myfelf fo very ill, I obtained leave of the 
general to proceed to Madras imfiediately, to have advice and 
medicines : | was expéditicufly fent in a proper conveyance, 
and e?rived the 2d initant, in the morning, heartily glad that 
tiny faffefings and difficulties weré over. 

Every article of prdvifion is extravagantly dear at Madras, on 
account of the admital’s fléer being here ; and thé company’s 
treafttte ig fo low, that théy have not giveh us mohey enoagh to 
defray the expences Of our hérfes. Our governor, lord Macart- 
néy, has taken his paffage home in a frigate, now in the toads. 
We expect great changes jn India foon, a new govetnor in Ber- 
gal, Matfds, and Bombay. We hear we are to be king’s oth- 
cers ; Fam anxidas to know on what footing : 1 with it may be 
for thé befl, government taking the reins in their hands; it will 
affect the civil gentlemen more than the military: ‘There is 
gfeat promotion for us in Bombay, many officers fhot, drowned, 
or dead, and others gone home. It is amazing the caanges that 
have happened this lait year. You heard, no doubt, of the ge- 
neral’s {uccefs in taking the capital forts of More, Candapore, 
the impregnable fortified Gauts, and city of Biddamore,; or Na- 
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gur, (the faral place where we were taken at), and Mangalore, 
z noble fort on the fea coaft: he certainly had great credit in 
making fo many conquefts in the fhort fpace he did. At Onore 
we had warm work, as we took it by ftorm, and put every man 
to the {word : the carnage was great ; we trampled thick on the 
slead bodies that they ftrewed in the way; it was rather fhock- 
ing to humanity:- yet fuch are but fecondary confiderations ; 
and to a foldier, whofe bofom glows with heroic glory, they are 
thought accidents of courfe ; his zeal makes him afpire after 
further viclory. The firil time I faw an angry fhot fired, and 
was ftanding in the ranks when they flew hot about, I did not 
know how how my feelings would operate ; but, after a few 
fhot were fired, I thought nothing of it ; and in the intentnefs 
of your mind, in the heat of ation, the fight of an officer drop- 
ping down by your fide is not regarded ; fo eager are we to des 
cide the gain or lofs of the day. 

At Nagur, where we engaged 5000 French troops, befides 
Tippoo’s army, there were but three officers of a whole regiment 
thatefcaped : the fire was from the whole line in a general vol- 
Jey, amongft whom was myfelf ; all the reft were either killed 
or wounded, 

On the 7th of April, the day the nabob approached, and this 
engagement happened, it was altonifhing to fee the number of 
horfe and foot he had; they covered the hills around as far as 
the eye could range, and we had but 2000 men to act on the de- 
feofive, againit about 100 or 150,000 ; there was no knowing 
his force, They began their old game of throwing rockets, 
which are an ug'y and dangerous inftrument of war; they are 
about a foot long, with an iron tube fixed to a bamboo, and 
filled with combuftibles : in their career they do great execy- 
tion ; they fly fo (wift, that if they only touch, they take off an 
arm or aleg, and often kill or wound three or four ata time: 
our jurgeon had his hands full during the fiege ; it was not un- 
common to have feven legs and arms off in a morning. It was 
a wretched fort to defend, it not being tenable, no cover for our 
men, and enfiladed in every face of it. 

The general ought to have faved his army, by retreating in 
time to Mangalore, where he might have faved all his fame and 
credit ; but his principal failing was being obflinate. He was 
aman of found fenfe, had fome excellent qualities, and was very 
cifcerning ; but his firft error was, when he fet out with too 
great a cou.tempt of his enemy, his want of inteiligence, by not 
paying enough for it, and in fpreading his army in detach- 
meats, by which means he had them cut up in detail. [is time 
and aticntion were too much taken ap about the money he had 
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thecommand of, captared at Nagur. I had free accefs to the 
rooms of the durbar, (or prince’s palace), where there were 
chefts of treafure, filver and gold, diamonds in the rough, and 
other valuables, fuch as toys, buits of gold, filver palanquins, 
&c. There were alfo heaps of pagodas on the ground, I fuppofe 
in all about 48 lacks of pagodas : I was only permitied to go 
into thefe rooms to reckon the money. A great part of this 
money belonged to the officers, and there was a great ftir about 
it; but the general kept it fecure along time, and what became 
ot it l know not ! If we had juftice done us, and the money di- 
vided out to us, it would have been above 3000l. a fubaltern. 





Account of the Trial cf Captain Kenneth Mackenzie, at the Old 
Bailey, on Friday, December 10, 1784, for the Murder of 
Kenneth Murray Mackenzie. 


APTAIN Mackenzie ftood indi€ted for the murder of 

Kenneth Murray Mackenzie, at Fort Morea, on the coat 
of Africa, by caufing him to be blown from the mouth of a 
cannon, 

The Attorney-General opened the profecution on the part of 
the crown ; and after going through the indiftment, called the 
attention of the jury to the particular nature of the crime of 
which the prifoner ftood charged ; a crime that appeared to him, 
for its novel éardarity, unparalleled in the annals of Britith hif- 
tory. 

Mr. Lee, on behalf of the profecution, called 

John Jones ; who depofed, that in July, 1782, he was fta- 
tioned in a king’s fhip off the fort ; that on Sunday morning he 
went afhore in a canoe, and found the people all in confufion 5 
that on enquiring, he wasinformed the prifoner had threatened 
to deftroy the town, on account of their harbouring a deferter 
from the fort. He, the next day, went to Furt Morea about 
eight o’clock in the morning, and faw the deceafed in cuflody 
with a private, and the prifoner walking before them with a 
brace of pittols, one in each hand, towards the platform. He 
faw the deceafed then put at the mouth of the gun, and blown 
into the air ; he faw the flath, and heard the report 5 but faw 
nor heard no more of the deceafed. 

The prifoner here put fome queitions to Jones, relative to the 
fituation of the fort, the time of his entering the canoe, and his 
own fituation when he was a witnefs of the tranfaction, as he 
was confident the witnefs was not prefent atthe fort. Jones 
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gave a very imperfect account of the fort, but agreed with the 
prifoner as to the time of canoes attendance on veffels in the 
harbour ; and it appeared front a fubfequent witnefs that Jones, 
jn the fituation he defcribed, under the wall, could not fee the 
tranfaction ; after which 

John Mortimer, a private belonging to captain Mackenzie’s 
company, was called. This witnt{s knew the deceafed at Fort 
Morea, five miles from Cape Coaft ; he was a prifoner at large 
in that fort (having twice deferted) ; the deceafed had previe 
oufly acted asacijutant ; had heard there had been a quarrel be- 
tween him and captain Mackenzie. The prifoner, on a Satar- 
day morning, was fuffered by the centinel to efcape ; he heard 
the prifoner fay, “« Go, fetch that old rafcal Brooks, Ili flog 
him to death.” Serjeant Andrews, him{clf, and two other fol- 
diers, were fent in fearch of him; they went no further than a 
mile or two beyond Cape Coaft, fearing they might be taken 
prifoners ; could not find the deceaféd, when they rétarned, and 
syeported it tothe prifoner, who immediately faid, «* He mutt be 
in the Black Town.” Upon this, he ordered two fix-poundefs 
to be loaded, and fired upon thé town ; after the firing, the 
black inhabitants, fome of thém, rafi out of fown, othérs cameé 
to the back of the fort, to know the reafon of this fadden 
alarm. 

Alderman Watfon afked, if they loaded with fhot? Morti- 
mer replied, Yes? He faw tlié niark left in one of the houfés. 
Next morning, at five o’¢lock, Ke héard a great noife, atid !odk- 
ing over the wall, faw the Geceafed with at leaft 3000 blacks 
coming to the fort. ‘This was of a Sunday morning, Tie dé- 
ceafed was broaght into a forty ard the prifonér bid ferjeant 
Copeland to tell the déceafed he had not an hour tolive.— 
The prifoner ordeted two {pongés and a worm to be lafhed to 
the embrafures, and ordered 4 gan t6 be hauled in. As they 
could not get ropes, théy cut the halyards of thé colotis into 
three pieces. Copeland was dirécted to fétch Marray Mac- 
kenzie from the blacks. As Ke was coming, he faid, ** Am I 
to be thot? Let nie be fot like a man, and not like a dog.” 
He then put on his grenadier’s coat. He was brought to the 
battlements, and he defiréd to {peak to thé captain, who would 


not hear a word, but faid, the deceafed was a traitor to his king” 


and country.—T he prifotier bid the foldiers do theit duty ; they 
brought the deceafed to thé gon, tiéd his hands with one pi¢ce 
of the rope, and his two legs with the other two pieces, to the 
gun ; his hands were then firetched out aefofs the fponge and 
worm, The captain ofdered the foldiers to fétch a cap, bat 
there beitrg none, the captaii went and fetched his own. Whilit 
they 
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they were puttingit on, the deceafed faid to ferjeant Cope- 
land, ‘* For God’s fake, beg for half an hour for me to fay my 
prayers.” It was refufed ; but a little time was given, when 
they read part of the funeral fervice and the Lord’s Prayer.— 
Plunket, a foldier, was directed to ftand to the gun with a 
lighted ftick. ‘The deceafed then faid, ** Ob, tyrant, tyrant! 
you are going to have your will of me, which you have wanted 
many a long day.” ‘The cap was then pulled over his eyes, 
when he faid, ** For God’s fake have mercy upon me! Good 
bye to you all, comrades, and God blefs you all!” He added, 
«¢ Remember my laft fyllables: I went down to the black fel- 
low at the gate to get a little brandy: I drank it, and went 
down to the garden to take a walk, having been fo long cone 
fined ; I fat down, and fell fat afleep, When I awoke at duf, 
and was coming to the fort, the blacks furrounded me, confined 
me all night, and furrendered me. I had not the leat intent ta 
defert, no more than I have io eat or drink this moment.” —The 
prifoner waved his haod as a fignal, Plunket touched the gua 
with the lighted ftick, and the deceafed was blown over the 
wall. Thé men picked up his remains, the head and fhoulders, 
with the heart, &c. and buried them. 

William Brocks was then called on the part of the king, who 
fwore he received 1500 lathes by diretion of the prifoner, for 
fuffering the deceafed to go out of the garrifon for fome brandy ; 
that the deceafed deferted, and removed his things to the Dutch 
fort, and had attempted, at feveral different times, to feduce him, 
and others of his corps, to defert from his Majefty’s fervice, 
fwearing he withed nothing fo much as 2 mutiny in the fort ; 
that he gave information of Murray Mackenzie’s difpofition to 
the prifoner, in his own garden; and that, previous to his re- 
ceiving the flogging, he had heard, when cenfined in the flaves 
hole, the deceafed fay to the other prifoners, “* Damn hint! now 
let us do him out and out ;”—meaning (the deponent fuppofes) 
to kill the prifoner, captain Mackenzie. 

It feil from the wityefles, on their crofs examination, that the 
prifoner had not received information of the mutinous intention 
of the deceafed till after his execution ; which proved that the 
execution was not in confequence of the intended confpiracy. 

Mr. Juftice Willes having then called apon the prifoner, cap- 


tain Mackenzie, for his defence, he faid he left it entirely to his 
counfel, who called 
Daniel Monro, who had charge of the fort onder the prifoner, 


ove 


and had heard a converfation take place between Cooper ang 

Andrews, about the execution of the deceafed, faid they bott 

agreed that he deferved the punifhment inflicted on him; an 
- 
thus 
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had it not taken place fo fuddenly as it did, they were fure the 
fort and garrifon would undoubtedly been betrayed, as the de- 
ceafed faid to Andrews, he had a cafe of piitols for him (the pri- 
foner), and repeated the fubitance of what had been depofed by 
the former witneffes. 

Thomas Naples was alfo produced as evidence, in the defence, 
but as his teflimony was entirely on hearfay matter the court pro- 
ceeded, when 

General 'Townfend and captain Lean both appeared to give a 
character of the prifoner ; they agreed in declaring the fervice 
the captain was employed on, was of the moft defperate nature, 
and fuch as called for the mof rigorous exertions of martial law; 
that at the embarkation of the captain, and the two companies, 
the mott experienced men doubted of his ever arriving at the 
country, as his corps was mofily compofed of convicts, and def 
peradoes ; that the captain had been under the command of cap- 
tain Lean, and always acquitted himfelf entirely to the {atisfac- 
tion of his officers. 

Captain Mackenzie addreffed the court, affuring their lord- 
fhips, had he imagined his defence could have been fo little at- 
tended to by his counfel, he moft undoubtedly would have availed 
himfelf of the opportunity of fetting up a defence ; but, if the 
court would indulge him, he would produce two or three people 
to prove the witnefles Mortimer and Brooks threats to him, in 
cafe he refufed giving them 100l. each, to defilt from the profe- 
cution; they were called, but gave no pofitive evidenceof the 
expreflions, and were therefore not attended to. 

Mr. Juftice Willes proceeded to fum up the evidence, and re- 
marked to the jury the neceflity of an officer’s executing martial 
law in cafes of neceffity, and alfo the attention that fhould be 
paid to the fafety of the commander; that the prifoner at the 
bar mutt neceflarily reft his defence upon two points; that he 
was Clearly of opinion the former would not,hold good, as there 
was no ation with the enemy, and as no court martial was held 
upon the man. Therefore this made it app:ar in the mof glers 
ing pointof view ; but thatif the neceflity of the cafe appeared 
to them to be fuch as warranted this arbitrary at of the pri- 
foner’s, they muft undoubtedly acquit him; if not, they mutt 
bring him in guilty of fomething under murder ; otherwife he 
moft inevitably fuffer death. 

The jury, after being out an hour and a quarter, brought in 
their verdit—GUILTY. 

The foreman addreffed the court, faying, ‘‘ that in confidera- 
tion of the wicked perfons captain Mackenzie had under his 

command, 
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command, the jury humbly reccommended him to his majeity 
for mercy. 

Mr. Recorder immeciately proceeded to pronounce fentences 
He obferved to the prifoner, that, ‘* after a very long trial, to 
which the court had attended with patience, a a jury of his coun- 
try, and a jury, which, in other cafes, had proved their huma- 
nity, could not find any circumftance that led them to believe, 
that he had acted from neceflity. He had taken upon him to 
exercife an authority not vefted in him ; an authority which his 
fovereign could not exercife. He had condemned a man to 
death unheard, unprepared, and by an unheard-of mode of pu 
nifhment in this country. He had nothing, therefore, further to 
do, but to pronounce the judgment of the law; which was— 
That he fhould, on Monday next, be hanged by the neck till 
dead ; and that his body fhould then be delivered to be diflected, 
as the flatute diests. 

The prifoner evinced the moft fteady compofure through the 
whole of this trying fcene, and calm ly fubmitte :d to the awful 





verdict, 

The trial lafed upwards of eight hours. 

Upon application to the court {after the jury brought in their 
verdict guilty) by Mr. Sylvefter, one of the captain’s counfel, 
for an extenfion of the ufual time allowed prifoners in bis un- 
unhappy ficuation, the court, after due confideration, directed his
